>&in should pause before giving so sweeping an indictment of a com- 
munity. The act finds nowhere aught of palliation. There is no- 
where a word that can be said that detracts from the heinousnoss 
of the crime. No act of Goebel or of his followers, past, present, 
or to be anticipated, can be urged in justification of the crime of 
January 80, but in seeking out the causes and in placing the re- 
sponsibility for the murder, Kentucky's struggle against her lawless 
elements must be taken into account^ and the commonwealth given 
due credit for having for so long a peried of time held her hordes 
of violence in check. From one end of the State to the other there 
is expressed only the deepest abhorrence of the crime, and it all 
rings with sincerity. While partisan feeling runs high, and is in a 
state of such excitement that tit this writing none may tell to what 
lengths the people will go, it is evident that no mind that is worthy 
of consideration harbors any thought but one of sore regret over the 
incident.

Taylor, 
gathered in the Legislative hall, 
usually occupied by the house of 
Representatives. When the hall 
had filled Governor Taylor en- 
tered and was gveeted with a 
ringing burst of cheers. The 
door was then closed, and the se- 
cret proceedings began. Gov. 
Taylor stated to the conference 
that there were two courses to 
to be pursued. First, to sign the 
Louisville agreement ; second, to 
quietly withdraw the troops, al- 
low the Legislature to reconvene 
in the Capitol building in 
Frankfort, call off the session 
now being held in London and to 
ignore the Louisville agreement 
entirely. Several speeches were 
made and it was soon apparent 
that the sentiment was very 
strongly in favor of the second 
course, and this was adopted. 

This action was decided on at 
1 o'clock, and the first informa- 
tion as to the decision given out 
was by Governor Taylor himself.

The, coun- 
ties must be named where there 
was no election. The United 
States Senate will demand to 
know, when Blackburn presents 
his credentials, the exact grounds 
on which Gov. Taylor's title was 
attacked. An arbitrary gonoiali- 
aation will not go there. No; 
will Gov. Taylor retire until he 
has a chance, under the laws ap- 
plying to every American citizen, 
to meet definite charges with n 
proper defense. — Globe-Demo- 
crat.

The World's Naval Expansion. 

France answers Germany's na- 
val increase plans by a project 
for a still larger increase of its 
torn navy. The estimates for 
naval expenditures and coast de- 
fenses, chiefly the former, which 
the French ministry reports are 
equivalent to over $175,000,000. 
As a beginning of this program, 
the ministry asks for the imme- 
diate construction of si.\ firsv- 
olaKS battleships, five armored 
teniae™, twenty-eight torpedo- 
Mat destroyers, 112 torpedo-boat 
destroyers, twenty-sis submarine 
boats. 

The report that this program 
of naval expansion has startled 
France can easily be believed. It 
is calculated to startle all Eu- 
rope. It has an interest for the 
• United States as well as for the 
European countries. Germany 
is making, or is projecting, a big 
increase in its navy. England is 
endeavoring with some show of 
success, to keep its position well 
in the front of all the other na- 
tions of Europe. Nearly every 
great country in the world is 
paying particular attention at 
this moment to an expansion of 
itB . fighting facilities on the 
ocean. 

All this naval increase lias a 
♦■lesson for the United States which 
ir Legislators should heed. On 
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it plans Germany will soon 
i a lead of the United States

Jesse Barnes is Dead. 

Jesse Barnes, who murdered 
his wife and her paramour a little 
over a year ago in Henderson 
county, opposite Newburg, Ind., 
is dead. He said the ghosts of 
the murdered people haunted 
him continually and finally he 
refused to take food and medi- 
cine and soon died. 

The crime was a peculiar one. 
A shanty boat had tied up on the 
Kentucky shore, occupied by a 
man and woman. Early one 
morning the man walked out on 
sand bar near the boat and he 
fell dying upon the beach. The 
woman ran to him and as she 
knelt by his side she was shot 
and fell dead upon his body. 
Several people 6aw the couple 



fall, but no one knew where the 
shots came from or saw the mur- 
derer. 

By means of a tintype picture 
the woman was identified Rl 
Barnes' wife, bur no one knew 
the man. He was taken to a 
hospital at Evansville and died 
refusing to give his name. It 
was learned later that he was 
John J. Cornell, of Hopkins ! 
county, at one time u well-to-do ' 
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farmer. 

Barnes was suspected of the 
crime and finally confessed, but 
was never arrested. His wife 
was a notorious character known 
as "Red Fox" and "Swamp An- 
gel", and was said to be guilty 
of many crimes.— Henderson 
Gleaner.
